ſcribes himſelf his Lordſhip's dutiful Son; ſhould 
yet oppoſe, and attempt to diſcredit his well- meant 
Endeavours, in a late Paſtoral Letter, proceeding #4 
from a hearty Concern for the Safety of his People | 
in the great Affair of their Souls, muſt be a Mat- 


ter of great Surprize, if ſuch Pretenſions and Pro- 
feſſions are ſincere. 


The De/ign of that Letter, is, to preſerve the Peo- 
e ple of his Dioceſe from the two dangerous Ex- 
«© tremes, of Lukewarmneſs on one hand, and Enthu- 
% ſiaſin on the other“; which Mr. W. confeſſes are 
e the two Rocks, againſt which even well-meaning | 
„ People are in Danger of ſplitting”, and“ are 
certainly the Bane of true Chriſtianity.” Where 
then can be the Offence to a good Chriſtian in his 
Lordſhip's teaching < ro ſteer a ſafe and middle 


Courſe ? between them? 


As to the Biſhop's Motives, Mr. <© would 1 
cc gladly hope, that @ Zeal for God in the Diſ- 
« charge of his Duty, and a hearty Concern for the 
c Safety of Souls, moved his Lordſhip to write.“ 
And if he would gladly hope ſo, why does he not; 
eſpecially when the Biſßop has given them as his 
Motives for writing? If he doubts of the Motives 
without juſt Grounds, where is * that Love that 
ce becomes a Diſciple of Jeſus Chriſt ? ? If he does 
not doubt, why does he expreſs himſelf with ſo un- 
becoming a Diffidence, and yet bleſs God” in 
the ſame Breath that he can write with all that 
« Humility and Reverence which is due from a 
* Preſbyter to a Biſhop of the Church of God? ꝰ 
Well, but whether ſatisfied or diffatisfied with 
the Biſhop's Deſign and Motives, he thanks him, 


and thanks him again. 
„The only Query is, whether there was any 


<« Occaſion for his Lordſhip's warning the People 
< of his Dioceſe againſt running, into either of _ '2 
| % Ex- ol 
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« Extremes, upon Account of any Thing HE had 
. either ſpoken or wrote“? So then his only De- 
ſign is to vindicate himſelf ; excited thereto, as he 
tells us, by the ſame Principles which moved his 
« Lordſhip to write, viz. a Zeal for God, and & 
* hearty Concern for the Safety of Souls.“ 
* Thus you ſee the Honour of God, and the Sal- 
vation of Peoples Souls are in Hazard, when Mr. 
Vis Conduct is called in Queſtion, I am not ſur- 
7 prized to find him ſo important in his own Opi- 
nion; the Crouds that have followed him are 
ſtrong Temptations to ſuch Thoughts, and I think 
would endanger the greateſt Humility upon Earth. 
But there are Helps againſt this Temper, which 
Mr. W. muſt have once read of, tho” perhaps he has 
ſince forgot them. They are mentioned in a little 
Book of his recommending, called The Life of God 
in the Soul of Man. He who would mortify the page 68. 
d 3 « Pride and Vanity of his Spirit, ſhould ſtop his Edit. 3. 
2 * Ears to the utmoſt deſerved Praiſes, and ſome- 
9e vJ « times forbear his juſt Vindications from the Cen- 
4 ſures and Aſperſions of others, eſpecially if they 
. reflect only upon his Prudence and Conduct, and 
"7 © not on his Virtue and Innocence: He who would 
'S 6 check a vindictive Humour, would do well to 
it deny himſelf the Satisfaction of repreſenting 
8 unto others the Injuries which he hath ſuſtained.” 
But how proper ſoever it might have been for Mr. 
M. to obſerve the Directions which he recommends 
to others, yet I have no Quarrel with him for 
vindicating himſelf; and while he ſticks to that 
only, and with Truth and Decency can prove that 
he has given no juſt Occaſion for his Lordſhip's 
Warnings, I ſhall rejoice at his Succeſs ; but ſtill 
think my ſelf obliged to his Lordſhip for his ex- 
cellent and ſeaſonable Cautions, whoever has been 
the Occaſion of them. "8

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And if the only Query is, whether Mr. Vs Con- 


duct has given any juſt Occaſion for them, why does 
he ſo often quit his own Defence, and endeavour 
to diſcredit that worthy Prelate, by calling into 


Qu-ition his Abilities as a Writer, and his Know- 
ledge as a Chriſtian Biſhop ? Will not his Pride and 


Vanity of Spirit be ſatisfied. with a Vindication ; 
but he muſt, Diotrephes-like, loving the Pre-emi- 


nence, magnify and exalt himſelf by thus degrading 4 


his Biſhop ? Will his vindictive Humour be content 
with no leſs a Sacrifice than the Reputation of fa 
eminent a Prelate, long ſince diſtinguiſhed for his 
great Zeal and Abilities in Defence of Religion ? 
One who, as he himſelf declares, deferves to be 
highly commended for theſe very Cautions ? —— 
What, does the Paſtoral Letter which he repreſents, 


as to the Expreſſion, dark; as to the Matter, intri- 
cate; as to the chief Subject, impertinent.; as to 


the Doctrines contained in them, falſe and contrary 
to the Goſpel, deſerve to be highly commended? 
Or did his Meekneſs and Humility get the better of 


his Veracity; and tempt him to ſay a Thing which 
he did not believe? Or, if he was ſincere in what 


he then ſaid, why has he treated his Lordſhip 
in a Manner ſo very contrary to his Deſerts? I 
ſhall firſt conſider his Aſperſions on the Biſhop z 
and then his Vindication of himſelf. 

His Aſperſions reflect on his Lordſhip either as a 
WRITER, or as a CHRISTIAN BisnoP. 

i. As a WRIT ER, Page 6. he charges kim 
with Obſcurity ; C another Thing, my Lord, to

Lordſhips Words are theſe “ Nor need they any

« 'Defires, I deny that to be a ſufficient Evidence 
cc for there is a great Difference between good Deſires 
« and good Habits Many have one, who never at- 
« tain to the other.---Many have good Diſpoſitions 
cc of Deſires to be good, but that is not Goodneſs it 
« ſelf---And conſequently Men need more Evidence 
te than goed Diſpoſitions, to prove to themſelves or 


others, that the Holy Spirit of Gad co- operates 
4 with their honeſt Endeavours to fubdue Sin.---If 


« by good Diſpaſttions, your Lordſhip means good 
« Habits wrought in the Heart by the Spirit of 
« GO. then agree, a Man needs no other Evi- 
« dence.” And pray, who are they whoſe good 
Diſpoſitions my Lord ſpeaks of here? THEY who 
purſue in earneſt the Courſe to which his Lordſhip's 
Rules direct, in a ſerious Worſhip of God both in 
publick and private; in a conſcientious Ditcharge

2 of their relative Duties in all. Stations; in an Im- 


provement in Goodneſs of all Kinds, proportioned 


to the Opportunities which God gives them, &c. 


And the good Diſpoſtions of ſuch, I preſume, are 
more than only. good Inclinations or Deſires. And 


2 if this ſeems darkly expreſſed to any one, I would 
recommend him to his Grammar again, to le: 
the Syntax of Relative and Antecedent, 1 
Page q, 10, 11. We have the ſame Charge of 
Obſcurity, with the Addition of Unfairneſs and In- 
2 con/tence, Page 9. © In my Opinion, your Lord- 
* ſhip has by no Means been clear enough in your 
Definition of the Word Enthufiaſm.” And pray, 


what's the Fault? Why, © according to the fair 
« Rules of Writing, it ſeems it was incumbent on 
* his Lordſhip to ſhew, that the Word Entbuſiaſt 


had a good as well as a bad Meaning.” So that 


you ſee the Fault of the Definition is, in not conſi-

yet, Page 10. he tells us, © his Lordſhip's Defini- 
e tion, when examined, does not convey any il! 
&« Idea at all” And now, we may go whiſtle fol- 
any Senſe, for he has taken all away, both good #2 


and bad, And then he thinks it a little inconſiſtent, 
that his Lordſhip, who, (according to him) has uſed. 
the Word in neither Senſe, ſhould at the ſame Time 
take it in the worſt; and I think ſo too. However, 
if the Biſhop will correct the next Edition by in- 
ſerting two Words only into the Definition, and 
make Enthuſiaſm to be a ſtrong, but groundleſs 
Perſuaſion on the Mind, that they are guided in an 
extraordinary Manner, by immediate Impulſes and 
Impreſſions of the Spirit of God, all will be well; 
and that which at preſent is impertinent, will be 
then © to his Lordſhip's Purpoſe.” I am glad the 
Matter can be made up fo eaſily. How oreat is Mr, 
Wos Skill and good Nature! who, aſter having ſhewn 
his Lordſhip's Obſcurity, Nonſenſe, Impertinence, 
and Inconſiſtence, can yet make all clear, Senſe, conſi- 
ſtent, and to the Purpoſe, with ſo ſmall a Compoſi- 
tion, as the Addition of only two little Words, and 7 
which indeed are of no Value in the World? For. 
the ſtrong Perſuaſion which my Lord calls Eu biſi- 
| aſm, is ſuch as <** ſerious well-meaning Chriſtians 3 
Paſt. Lett.“ may be led into”, and cautioned againſt; and 
p. 19. therefore cannot mean ſuch as are certainly felt, and 
wrought in their Minds, by the extraordinary Influ- 
Paſt. Lett. ences of the Spirit of God. Strong Perſuaſions 
p. 54. of the latter Kind my Lord ſuppoſes may be, but 
then they are not led inio them by the Diſcourſes of 
others, but from their own Experiences; and even 
ſuch, if they are not outwardly atteſted, ſhould not 
be haſtily believed by others, becauſe Impoſture can

ſo eaſily pretend them, and thereby open a Door to 
endleſs Deluſions. 1 : 1 
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Page 12. Another Inaccuracy he charges my Lord 
with, is for ſaying, The ordinary Gifts, however 
« al and certain in themſelves, are no otherwiſe 
« diſcernible, than by their Fruits and Effects. 
« Had your Lordſhip ſaid, no otherwiſe diſcernible 
& 70 others, than by their Fruits and Effects, it would 
c have been right.” If multiplying Words, and 
leaving half our Meaning behind, which perhaps is 
what Mr. V. calls his Enlargements, be right; or 
if making Reſtrictions, where we intend none, 
be an exact and correct Way of writing; then his 
Lordſhip is juſtly blamed here by Mr. V. For 
the Biſhop means in this Place, that the erd:- 
nary Gifts of the Spirit, however real and certain in 


| themſelves, are no otherwiſe diſcernible to ourſelves, 
as well as to others, than by their Fruits and Effects; 


and, therefore, Cautions ſerious and well-meaning 
Chriſtians, from being led into an Opinion, that it 
is neceſſary, that the ordinary Operations of the 
Holy Ghoſt be felt by them in an extraordinary 
Manner. But this Mr. J. thinks wrong, for this 
extraordinary Reaſon ; becauſe it is poſſible for a 
Man to feel Joy in the Holy Ghoſt with the reſt of 
his Fruits, which at that Time may not be diſcer- 


nible to others. Perhaps now the Reader is hunting 


for the Force of the Objection : It is, in ſhort, this; 


tis wrong in the Biſhop to aſſert, that the ordinary 
Gifts of the Spirit are no otherwiſe diſcernible to our- 
ſelves than by their Fruits; becauſe it is poſſible 
that we our ſelves may diſcern thoſe Fruits. 

For a concluding Stroke, p. 25. he has, in his 


Way, detected his Lordſhip in as great an Inconſi- 
ſtency as can well be imagined. Your Lordſhip 


% exhorts your Clergy to preach Juſtification by 
Faith alone; and quotes the 11th Article of our 
Church, which tells us, we are juſtified by Faith 
*© ONLY, and not for our own Works or Deſervings.

* .---At the ſame Time your Lordſhip bids them

* could not well be guilty of a greater [ncon/iftency. 
This, my Lord, is truly a new Goſpel.” . The 


Doctrine J ſhall conſider hereafter : At preſent let us 


examine the Inconſſtency; namely, that Faith ov Lv 
ſhould juſtify, and yet- good Works be a neceſſary 


Condition to Juſtification. And what will he fay 


then to the Account given of this very Matter by 
two Apoſtles, who deliver themſelves thus; A Man 
is juſtified by Fal TH, without the Works of the 
Law ; ſo ſays St. Paul: Which yet we muſt ſo un- 
derſtand, as to entertain no Doubt, but that by 
Works a Man ir juſtified, and not by Faith only; 
for ſo ſays St. James. I think the Inconſiſtency here 
appears greater; as Faith only ſeems to be made 
eſſential in one Place, and Works equally eſſential 
avith Faith in the other. And if the two Apoſtles 


may be reconciled, and interpreted con/tently with 


one another, ſo certainly might the Biſhop ; and it 
would have became the Meekneſs and Reverence 
due from a Preſbyter to his Biſhop to have ſo under- 
ſtood him. Eſpecially ſince it happens, that, as his 


Lordſhip has expreſſed it, all ſeeming Inconſiſtency 


vaniſhes: For he makes Fa1TH ONLY. eſſential to 
Jaſtification, and coop WorKs no more than a 
neceſſary Condition to it. And if this appears very 


inconſiſtent, it can be only to thoſe who are Strangers 


to the Propriety of Language, and therefore miſtake 
their Talents, when they ſet up for Criticks. Should 
I fay, a Man ſees with his Eyes ox Lv, yet I would 
be underſtood in ſuch a Manner, as to leave no 
Doubt, but that Light is a neceſſary Condition to his 


ſeeing, I preſume the Schools would underſtand _

it neceſſary to oppoſe them. But the Civil Power 


permitted them to enjoy their Dreams unmoleſted; 
ill, encouraged by this Indulgence, their Numbers 


and their Boldneſs increaſed ſo much, as to defy the 
Law, and ſpread the Flames of War wherever 
they came, ſo as to compel the reluctant Sword to 
cut off 15000 Perſons, A little Remnant, unhap- 
pily for us, eſcaped to England, where, from Time 
to Time, thro? a Period of 200 Years, they have 
been perpetually ſowing the Seeds of Diſſention 
among us, and by artfully fomenting civil Diſcon- 
tents, have once overthrown both our Church and State. 

Let not. thoſe, who ſee only the little Point before 
them, be offended at this Caution, which, however 
unneceſſary they may judge it, (and God grant it 
may be wholly fo!) was nevertheleſs kindly intend- 


ed: Not to reflect on Mr. W. or his Followers, but 


to ſave both them, and others, from the Calamities, 


which, I hope, he as little intends, crying out, Ts 


thy Servant à Dog, that he ſhould do this great 
Thing? as the reſt ſereſee.
